His brother did likewise to Cheng, whe was 
quite venerated by bis less learned relati «a ;

a Yacquer-ware iray of sweotm ats, and he 
also received a gift from the visitors, The 
elderly gontlemen now sat down, ond opened 
a conversation by inquiring into onv snothor's 
financial affairs, for in Chins all sablunary 
matters commence afresh with the New Year, 
when oyery debt is paid and all accounts 
“squared.” The young people maintainé® no 
respectiu! silence, ss ix customary, in the 
presonce of elders, but did ample justice to 
tho sugar-plims, “dricd-laicheus aud othor 
daintios over which they now and again con- 
trived to express thoir eontimenta in whispors. — 

After comparing notes and making o few 
comsmuonts upon the past year, the discourse of 
those two worthy citizons reverted to the oll 
imporlaut topic of the hour—the new Taotai of 
Lien. Both mon exchanged rignificant glancss 
and expressed grave fears for the future welfare 
of thy city and its inhabitants, nsrocing that 
the outlook was, from this one cause, far 
gloomior than it bad been for mmny a loug day. 

After thua ‘spendiny. uearly an hour, Mr. 
Hung Pong sud_ bis son continued thoir round 
of visits, which. took them 1o°tho homes 
of all sorte and conditions vf people, for- 
the rich and poor alike received the same 
eourteons attention from the good merchant ; 
indeed the latter genorally had substuntiul canso 
to Feel grateful. for he wade » rule of helping at 
this season his less fortunate brethren: and his 
poor relatious always looked forward with much 
pleauro to bis coming. From his brother's 
house he went to that of his cousin, one Hung 
Hei, who wosin very humble circumstauces-; 
chiofly owing. however, to un over indulgene + 
in the opium-pipe,~ nearly all bis proporty sud 
even a large portion of his household goods 
buving gone in smoke, This man was: par- 
ticularly jeslons of his thrifty and affaent 
cousin; but being covetona and crafty oa well 
‘ay wouk-minded, he waa caroful to bide his 
antagonistic feelings and gladly anticipated the 
open-hearted Poug’s punnal visit, by which he 
always h-nefited considerably. ; 

The way to Huug Hoi's unpretentious. 
residence Jed throngh an intricate muze of back 
atreata wd nurrow, noivome alloys, inhabited by 
itinerant traders, coolies, aud a peculiar class of 
| people, who, without boing heggurs, precariou-ly 
existed pou What others throw away -elso-by 
mangy-looking dogs which grepted any 
rospectably-dressed porson with snarls of dis- 
approval ‘and sundry snaps whic wero too 
suggestive of bydrophobix to bo pleasant. 

"Phoy found the object of their visit to that 
uninviting neighbourhood lolling ugainst his 
door and conversing with a tardy little gentle- 
man who waa talking confidentially and 
gesticulating with biefan, Ax they approached, 
he amilingly sipped away and Mr, Huny Ho 
camo forward smirking and bowing, and with a 
rent show of cordiality ushered them into his 
domicile which was not much better than a 
hovel. .A conglomeration of nangoating odours, 
chiofly consisting of stalo opium and joss-atick 
fumes, met thom as they pissed through the 
durk passage and entered a poorly-furnishod 
room, the chief article of which was a raised 
duis covered with red c’oth, gremy from oge 
und wear, and provided with two embroiderod 
bolsters very mucb tarnished, a couple of small 
lamps, two (rays, and o bamboo opium pipe 
This wes where the host, invited his particular 
ercnies to recline. with him and imbibo the 
tranguilliging” drug. Standing upon — the 
windowsill, in striking coutrast with the dinry 
surronodings, was o large glozod bow! partly 
filled with pebbles from among which grew 5 
beautiful Narcissus plant io fall bleom. - This 
wna much prized by the owner and had beon 
tended carefally and superstitiously by him; 
for the Chinose wuiversally believe thut if the 
flower opens during the New Year it is pred,c- 
tivo of good luck, and they watch end cultiva:o 
it with an affectionate simplicity whioh is quite 
Hung Hoi's childlike fond-- 
ness for this flower was oneof his few red-oming 


aside ond adding drily, ‘I am deoply conscious 
of the houour ond obligation he:confers upon 
me, his humble subject, but I'do most devoutly 
petition the gods thot he will not also 
condescend to extend his friendship to my purse; 

, or I fear mo he ‘might wake such o vost slit in. 
the lining that it would bo irreparable, But 
come, true gold fears no fire; we will go forth 
toget har and pay our respects to the cammunity.” 
‘Leaving tho apartment, they proceeded 
towurda the entrance where s dun-ch- irs awaited 
thom. These they di-pensed with, however, for 
the simple reason that, being well known and 
ouch respected, they were likely 10 have ,to 
acknowledge so mony xalntationa oo the way 
that it would have obliged them to repeatedly 
stop the chaird antl got cut; as in China it 
would be positively Larbarous to remain seated 
in 9 contwyaneo when greeting anyone Bo 
they sauntored along the road, each currving a 

_ well-filled wad’ of visiling cardy, which are 
—"Gompored of oblong-ehaped, pivces~of-red paper- 
between six and s-ven inches by three or four, 
in size, with tho nomo inseribud in large black 
characters. Every minute or so they paused to 

. exchange olaborate civilitios with som» passing 


. friend or acquaintance, by clusping the hands 

~ together ond moving them up and down betteon 
the forehead and-knees--nt the sume time making 
profound obvigances and saying, '* Gong-ho far 
choi! Gong-he fac choi!!' (Good luck, got 
rich!: Good Jack. get rich !") whick is 
ossentivlly a New Year greeting. 

The first call theymade was upon Mr. Hung 
Foug’s irother, who kept a large medicine shop, 
and whose peme was Hupg Ling. Tho elder 
son was atanding outside, the front-door letting 
off strings .of firs-crackors, while a little brother 
assiduously grubbed among the smoking ‘debris 
for the few: that missed fire, Cotching sight 
of their uncle and cousin, they both came 
forward and “chin-cbioned" in approved’ 
“celestial ” style, uehering them into the house 
where they were met by the futhor.o good- 
natured, porlly person of medium hoight and 
fortune. 

_ “Gong-be far choi! gong-he far choi! good 
brother, yours is an auspicious first-foot,” he 
said, making the usual okvissnces and showing 
them into the reception-room: where a further 
ceremony was enucted, the young men revereptly 
prostrating themselves . before. their - uncles 
who assisted them'to riso aud bestowed upon 
them their blessings, finully exhorting them to 
grow in filial piety, virtue and iodtistry.. 
' Tho Chinese are very particular in the 
observance of their punctilions forms . of 
etiquette, and ever the children imitate the 
very looks snd gestares of their ares The 
~ jittle Son of Hau is a perfect chip of tha old

ints, for he was anythiag but a moral man. 

Tadoed 1 phould not have presumed to introdues 
auch on obscure. and disreputable indivi ual to 
the reader by recording Hung F ng’s visit 10 
him, wore not his intrigues destined soon to” 
bring him conspicuously into the foreground, 
and ussuch is the caso J may as well briefly 
describe ‘his persoual appearance. Be was 
of medium height and about filly baa of age, 
with @ thin bat wiry form, for he had been 
a strong, stalwart man in his earlier days, and 
what he-now lacked in physical strength was 
more than countorbalanced by’ the growing 
activity of his mind, which was plainly nusani- 
feat-d” by his nervous manner and the rest- 
lessness of his bright piercing eyes. Ia mouy 
raspects he was’ a dangorous character, ond it 
was rimoured abroad thet he was tho head- 
man of ous of those thieves’ guilds which are 
common in every town and city in China.* 

It is bardly necessary’ to say that Hung 
“Fong's xisit to this scrnbby relative waa of a 
purely Charitable usture and of short dura- 
tion; and it was witb a sonse and sigh of relief 
that he and his son left the house and once more 
breathed an atmosphere which though far 
from puro—wus infinitely preferable. to the 
fulsome one just endured. 

On emerging into one of the muin thorough- 
fares, Hung Fong expressed his intention of 
next visiting the ‘Tsotai, whereapon Cheng 
heyged'to be excused uccompanying him there 
‘as he was desirous of paying bis respects to 
his venerable tutor, As this reqnest waa 
awisbly complied with they parted. sud so 
for the present we. will follow the moveoients 
of the father, leaving the son to pursuo. an 
opposite course, © 7 
Cuarren I],—" Tre Mour ov 4 Buppita, 
anp THE Heart oF A ENaKe!” 

As I oxplained previously, the Taotai’s Yamon 
was situated in the centre of the city, and near 
tho markot-place, ond, like most other official 
yesidences iu China. was fronted by a large 
op-n quadrangle: On either sida of this stood 
ns loity fisg-staif, near the top of which’ wis 
square woodon atrneture like a trough, from 
which protruded s ragged array of sticks and 
twigs forming tho nests of several families of 
crows that kept the neighbourhood alive by theit 
incessant wrangling ond cawing, As Hung Foug 
passed ono of the flagataffs, from the top of 
which fluttered an oblong-shuped white flag. 
ornamented with large black characters, those 
birds commenced making sich sn ominons noise 
that he involuntarily paused at the foot of the 
Lrond flight of granite-stove steps leading to 
the gateway, and seemed half inclined to turn 
back and postpone the visit. But sharp eyes 
‘were already upon him, fora number of soldiers, 


runners and other retainers were lolling about 
the terrace above; 50, not wishing. to attract 
undue uttention or arouse suspicion: he ascented 
> the staps—thongh not without superstitious 
forebodings of coming evil—sud approached the

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entrance. On oither side tho outer walls were 
covered with notices aud hung with red béarda 
containing the titles held and degroes taken by 
the farpun® residiny thors ; whilo the impiense 
folding-doors, which now stood ‘opon, wore 
gaudily embollished with coloured pictures 
ropresenting fierco-looking gonii treading upon 
white clouds and mythological beasts of equally. 
ferosions aspect. As he was nbont to enter the 
building one of the runnors—A cadaverous- 
looking, insolent fellow of Tartar extraction— 
awagpered forward and, demanding bis business, 
informed him that he did not think His 
Excellency Shun Ming would he ab'e to grant 
him on interview. Boing well versed in tho 
cunning artificos of these ex-oficio pests, Hung 
Fong assumed a doforential air pnd respectfully 
tondered him a twenty cent piece, which was 
recsived with a deprawative grunt of teleration, 
and the knave burried away to communicate 
with a confederate who acted in the capacity of 
gate-keepor, but who Was now absent from his 
post engaged in a game of dominoes in ono 
of the side officos from. whenca proceoded 
unmistakeable sounds of revelry. Tho gute- 


keeper soon emerged from a, xide door and 
ausing noar the inner gate, beckened Hung 
ong forward, at the same time surveying him 
with crities! kavority. This minion of the Yimen 
algo aysumed an air of grave responsibility 
caleulated to impress the intrudor with bis 
-importauce and-the advisability of oplisting his 
a-nixtance and, with a view to obtaining a 
considor.bie “squeeze,” he likewise ‘began 
interrogating at longth. But a further axpen: 
diturs of breath was saved bya still more liberal 
gratuity, and ho allowed the polite civilian to 
pess the first barrier, and be further fleoced < 
for in China the nearer you approach the sucred 
p evincts of a Yimen the more heavily your 
purse’ is litely to suffer, particularly during 
anch o festive season as tho Now Year, when all 
the tag-rag and bobtail of Officiuidom are at 
l-isure and on the alert for any pickings that 
may como in their way; and civilians ure 
regarded a8 legitimate prey by all who como 
under the ostegory of Government sercants, 
from the Viceroy down to the lowest Yimen 
runner. 

Hung Fong now entered a courtyard paved 
with red tiles and flunked by » numbor of 
swull rooms used by clerks oud other function- 
aries, revoral of whom were nittiug upon a 
marble seat benenth the ample: foliage of a 
species of chestnut tree which stood on the 
right-hand side of the central walk that was 
compost of tessclated-pavement,—They-did-not-
